Legislation which would provide State sudsidy 
local political subdivisions for health purposes 
amount not less than cents per capita per year, 
matched local tax funds least equal 
amount, asked one resolution. The purposes for 
which State funds could used would defined the 
State Director Public Health, and State funds would 
granted under standards set the State Depart- 
ment Public Health.

ments are inadequate provide minimum services.

passed making State funds available for local 
health services* and was reported that similar legis- 
lation will sought this year least States.

REGISTRATION SOCIAL WORKERS 


Until January 1947, most social workers Cali-

For registration without examination, applicant 
must -(1) have been registered social worker under

PROVISION EDUCATIONAL MATERIALS 


Another significant area health education which 
health departments have both opportunity and respon- 
sibility making sound health education materials 
available schools. Maintenance film service and 
for supplying pamphlets, bulletins and posters 
are significant contributions. Teachers frequently feel 
the need instructional aids and source materials 
health, and often turn nurses and health depart- 
ment libraries for help. Health department personnel 
should informed concerning up-to-date health mate- 
rials, they answer teachers’ questions and recom- 
mend the best materials available. Finally, health 
departments should feel responsibility keep teach- 
ers up-to-date the local health situation. Placing 
schools the mailing list receive the health depart- 
ment bulletin method accomplishing this objec- 
tive. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT PARTICIPATION 


The survey health education activities Califor- 
nia’s local health departments reveals that there 
considerable participation school health education. 
The degree, extent and effectiveness the participa- 
tion are evaluate from the replies the 
questionnaire, but the nature the activities 
reported. 

From the summary health education activities 
contained Table can seen that exactly 
per cent the health departments studied report that 
schools consult the health department the planning 
health courses and the selection curricular mate- 
rials, although several the replies contained paren- 
thetical remarks such and ‘‘to some 
extent.’’ might well note that not all school 
distriets California have curricula eourses 
health education and therefore feel need 
sulting anyone the matter. 

That health department personnel are participat- 
ing with school people committees concerned with 
health education and health policies evi- 
denced from the survey. Seventeen departments out

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Classes for teachers have been organized some 
the counties and give them broader back- 
ground health facts and principles, Health depart- 
ments were asked list such programs that have been 
since January, 1943. Riverside, Tulare and 
Yuba Counties report courses for teachers general 
public health information, taught the health officers, 
and including 15, 12, and meetings the 
respectively. Courses nutrition for teachers have 
been conducted the health departments Alameda 
County and while Fresno reported two- 
meeting session for lunch room operators, and Los 
Angeles nutrition workshop for parochial school 
teachers. Madera County reported four meetings for 
teachers communicable diseases, and San Luis 
Obispo County conducted five-meeting session pos- 
ture and problems children. Santa Cruz 
County held two sessions for teachers general public 
health background and two sex education. 


Very few the nurses employed health depart- 
ments teach courses hygiene home nursing the 
schools, although there demand for them make 
such courses. However, the majority 
the health departments report giving special talks 
student groups variety health topics, and 
very few instances are these lectures part regu- 
larly established health course. Venereal disease educa- 
tion the area most frequently requested, with sex 
hygiene, communicable diseases, nutrition and dental 
health being the other more usual topics. The special 
health lecture, when unrelated regular instruction 
hygiene has been considered one the poorer 
methods contributing the health background 
children. This particularly true the fields sex 
hygiene and venereal disease education.

The widespread practice the special health lecture 
indicates need for education school administrators 
and health personnel concerning more acceptable 
methods incorporating health information the 
curriculum. 

The replies indicate trend toward consideration 
the educational values health service experiences 
for children, with the majority the health depart- 
ments reporting that information concerning health

service procedures provided the schools prior 
the conduct the health services. Health departments 
further contribute the health education 
school children this regard preparing bulletins 
immunization, tuberculosis case-finding, audiometer 
testing, and physical examinations and making certain 
that they are distributed well advance the cor- 
responding health service activity. Too often the 
advance information consists merely notification 
concerning the nature, time and place the examina- 
tion, inspection procedure. 

The health departments California rather gener- 
ally have supplies health pamphlets, posters, charts 
and films which schools may utilize their health 
instruction programs. Most the written materials 
are distributed without charge, and films may bor- 
rowed little expense the schools. Frequently 
such materials are available the health departments 
but are not used the schools because there effee- 
tive avenue information concerning their availa- 
bility. would desirable develop systematic 
channels for the flow health educational materials 
between the two agencies. 

Very little effort made health departments 
keep teachers informed concerning local health 
tions through the medium regular health 
reports. Perhaps the health departments think the 
teachers are not interested such information, and 
they may right this assumption. The principals 
schools the cities and counties reporting, 
receive the local public health reports, but situa- 
tion are the teachers circularized. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The school health education activities California’s 
full-time health departments are varied and fairly 
extensive. order that these activities may 
greater value improving the health education pro- 
grams for school children, the following 
tions are suggested the study: 


That health officers and public health nursing 
supervisors become permanent advisory members 
school curriculum committees order that they 
may contribute planning health.* 


That health department personnel voluntarily 
attend school institutes, thereby indicating their 
interest the total program the school. 


That health officers indicate superintendents 
schools their willingness participate in-serv- 
training teachers the health sciences. 


That the practice giving special health lectures 
pupils evaluated, particularly 
when such lectures are unrelated ongoing 
program health instruction.

tions, criminal complaints were withdrawn.

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OUT-PATIENT RAPID TREATMENT THE 
SAN JOAQUIN DISTRICT* 


Out-patient rapid treatment all syphillis patients 
excepting those with cardio vascular syphilis has been 
effect the San Joaquin Local Health District 
since July 22d this year. Treatment consists daily 
injections 300,000 units penicillin 
beeswax and peanut oil (Romansky) for days 
together with mapharsen and three 
bismuth. 

changing over out-patient rapid therapy, all 
records active patients the were reviewed, 
the need for treatment determined, and the type 
treatment schedule outlined. Patients who had had 
more than previous arsenical treatments were given 
penicillin only. previous treatment, stage 
disease, age, and other factors were also considered 
scheduling tredtment. The nurse inquiring 
each patient ascertained the most convenient treat- 
ment time for the largest number, and the doctor the 
next interview explained briefly the new treatment, 
stressed the importance regular daily attendance, 
and scheduled the patient for the 10-day course. None 


refused. 

present groups are being scheduled every two 
weeks and all treatments are given the nurse. 
the first week October, 140 patients had been 
treated under the new plan. Five patients the first 
group failed complete their treatment, but 
everyone the four groups since then has finished. 
Since known that less than per cent the 
patients completed treatment under previously used 
schedules, Dr. James Malcolm, Assistant Health 
the San Joaquin Local District, 
believes this new therapy represents great advance 
the management syphilis.

Among the disadvantages, actual potential, 
pointed out Dr. Malcolm are:

PARENTS WANT SEX EDUCATION 
TAUGHT SCHOOLS 


According questionnaires distributed the Los 
Angeles City and County Venereal Disease Council, 
per cent Los Angeles parents think sex education 
should the senior high school curriculum, 
per cent would like have the subject taught 
the junior high school also, and per cent think sex 
education should taught the elementary school. 
The council made effort sample all areas and 
and educational levels. 

Although per cent the parents answering the 
questionnaire claim giving their children some 
sex education, they believe the obligation the 
schools help this work. They not con- 
sider satisfactory the sex education they themselves 
received when young. 

Other they checked equal importance 
with sex education for the school emphasize pre- 
paring children for family life ‘‘How get 
along with people’’ and ‘‘Preparation for wise use

PRESCRIPTION FOR SALE TRIDIONE 


The drug tridione, tried and found effective the 
treatment hundreds epileptic patients with 
apparent ill effects has been found carry unpre- 
dictable reaction few instances, according 
articles the September 7th issue The Journal 
the American Medical Association. 

While believed that the use tridione may 
continued the treatment epilepsy until more fre- 
quent serious toxic effects are encountered, there need 
for constant observation patients being treated with 
the recommendation doctors writing these 
articles the Journal that the unprescribed sale 
tridione the should not allowed. 
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STUDY SHOWS DECREASE CONTROL 
PROSTITUTION 


Prostitution recently has increased many commu- 
nities throughout the country, according studies 
made the American Social Hygiene Association 
from 1940 through June, 1946, reported the 
August 1946 Social Hygiene News. series 2,475 
studies was made 1,170 communities, near many 
which members the armed forces are still stationed. 


1940 conditions regarding the control prosti- 
tution were found good per cent the com- 
munities. Through aggressive action taken law 
enforcement officials, supported public opinion, this 
percentage was increased per cent 1943 and 
held this percentage through the first three months 
1945. However, one year later (June-March, 1946) 
conditions were found good only per cent 
per cent the three months April-June, 1946. 

the reverse side the picture, conditions were 
found bad per cent the communities 
1940, the lowest for bad conditions being 
per cent during the first three months 1945. Dur- 
ing the first six months 1946 the percentage 
munities with bad conditions had risen 16.
